Optimism High for Budget Vote 


Negotiated bill to cut 
$38B looks likely to 
pass, officials say 

Washington 

Despite scattered opposition from 
both ends of the political spectrum, 
House Republicans and the White 
House both predicted approval 
Tuesday for the hard-bargained 
$38 billion package of spending 
cuts that narrowly avoided a gov- 
ernment shutdown. 

House Democratic leaders 
remained non-committal on the 
legislation, sealed late last week in 
negotiations that excluded them. 

House Majority Leader Eric 
Cantor, R-Va., said “from every 
indication I have,” support for Fri- 
day’s negotiated deal will be strong 
among the GOP rank-and-file. 

House Speaker John Boehner, 
R-Ohio, touted the plan somewhat 
cautiously, saying it was “far from 
perfect.” 

In a posting on his website, he 
said the measure would set the 
stage for a vote this week on a 
GOP budget to reduce federal def-

Voicing Opposition 

Rep. Jim Jordan of Ohio, head of the influ- 
ential House Republican Study Committee, 
said Tuesday that he will oppose the budget 
deal negotiated Friday by the White House 
and Congress. Jordan said in a statementthat 
he believes “voters are asking us to set our 
sights higher." He said the panel had pushed for a full $100 billion in cuts, a to- 
tal that far exceeds the $38 billion in negotiated cuts. Rep. Michele Bachmann, 
R-Minn., also said Tuesday that she would vote againstthe legislation, (ap)

New York 

The world’s largest passenger air- 
craft on Monday clipped a com- 
muter plane on a dark, wet tar- 
mac at New York City’s Kennedy 
Airport, whipping it like a toy. No 
one was injured. 

The two planes, an Airbus A380 
operated by Air France and a Bom- 
bardier CRJ700 regional jet, were 
towed away after the incident and 
will be inspected, officials said, and 
the National Transportation Safe- 
ty Board will investigate. 

The Airbus A380 was taxiing 
to a runway when its left wingtip 
smacked the tail of the regional jet, 
operated by Comair for Delta Air 
Lines, jerking the smaller plane 
around nearly 90 degrees.

Britain, France urge 
NATO to intensify 
plan against Gadhafi 

Ajdabiya, Libya 

Moammar Gadhafi’s forces fired 
rockets along the eastern front 
line and shelled the besieged city 
of Misrata on Tuesday as France 
and Britain urged their NATO 
allies, including the United States, 
to intensify the campaign against 
the Libyan regime. 

But hopes for a rebel military 
victory have faded and diplomatic 
efforts to find a solution were pick- 
ing up momentum. On Wednesday, 
diplomats will gather in the tiny 
Gulf nation of Qatar for a meeting 
of the Libya contact group, which 
aims to coordinate an internation- 
al response to the conflict. 

On Monday, African leaders 
tried to broker a cease-fire but were 
immediately shot down when the 
opposition insisted that Gadhafi 
give up power immediately. 

For his part, Libyan govern- 
ment spokesman Moussa Ibra- 
him insisted that any talk of Gad- 
hafi stepping down, which has also 
been suggested by some European 
officials, was “imperialist” think- 
ing and he lamented that the reb- 
els had not followed suit in accept- 
ing the African proposal.

Mubarak was abruptly hospitalized 
Tuesday for heart problems during 
an investigation over allegations 
of corruption and violence against 
protesters, reported state TV.

Japan ranked its nuclear crisis at 
the highest possible severity on 
an international scale — the same 
level as the 1986 Chernobyl disaster

The higher rating is an open 
acknowledgement of what was 
widely understood already: The 
nuclear accident at the Fukush- 
ima Dai-ichi plant is the second- 


worst in history. It does not signal 
a worsening of the plant’s status 
in recent days or any new health 
dangers. 

Still, people living nearby who 
have endured a month of spew- 
ing radiation and frequent earth- 
quakes said the change in status 
added to their unease despite gov- 
ernment efforts to play down any 
notion that the crisis poses imme- 
diate health risks.

You think you have a tough job? 
How about restarting a nation after 
its second civil war in a decade; 
convincing several private mili- 
tias to lay down their arms; and 
persuading feuding politicians to 
stop exploiting ethnic, regional 
and religious hatred that has built 
for decades? 

That’s what Ivory Coast’s pres- 
ident-elect, Alassane Ouattara, 
faces in coming weeks and months 
to move beyond fighting that has 
killed hundreds and displaced more 
than a million in a bid to oust for- 
mer President Laurent Gbagbo, 
who was finally captured Monday 
after refusing to step down since 


losing the Nov. 28 vote. 

To put the once-prosperous West 
African nation back together, the 
former International Monetary 
Fund technocrat will have to pri- 
oritize reconciliation, rebuild insti- 
tutions and jump-start the coun- 
try’s stagnating economy. But first, 
experts say, he will need to gain firm 
control over the rival militias that 
could derail all other efforts. 

“What he needs to do as presi- 
dent is fairly clear, but whether he 


can gain actual power ... is perhaps 
more important at this stage,” said 
Richard Moncrieff, a West Africa 
expert and researcher at the South 
African Institute for International 
Affairs in Johannesburg. “There’s a 
whole shopping list of things... but 
the first thing is to establish that 
he has effective rule and reduce 
the destructive capability of armed 
groups. You have to create enough 
space that you can govern.” scott

Gray Urges Fight for D.C. 


Mayor: Residents must 
lobby Congress more 
for budget autonomy 

Washington 

A day after getting arrested with 
other city leaders, the District of 
Columbia’s mayor called on res- 
idents of the nation’s capital to 
join him in protesting likely new 
restrictions on the city from Con- 
gress, drawing analogies to this 
year’s popular uprisings in Egypt 
and Libya. 

D.C. Mayor Vincent Gray said 
Tuesday that residents should work 


through religious groups and neigh- 
borhood and civic associations to 
push back against consequences for 
Washington in the federal budget 
Congress is expected to pass later 
this week. 

Gray said he hoped that his 
arrest Monday with 40 others, 
including six members of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Council, would 
energize other residents. 

“I don’t think there’s any doubt 
that we got people’s attention,” Gray 
said in an interview Tuesday, still 
wearing a tag from police on his 
wrist. “But the reality is, too, that 
a single event is not going to make 
a lasting difference.” 


There was some good news 
for the city Tuesday as final bud- 
get details trickled out. City lead- 
ers had worried Congress would 
re-impose a ban on the city using 
its own money to pay for a needle 
exchange program, considered 
vital to curbing the spread of HIV 
in the city. It became clear Tuesday 
that the needle exchange had been 
spared in the budget wrangling. 

Meanwhile, the city’s represen- 
tative in Congress, Eleanor Holm- 
es Norton, said she planned to ask 
Tuesday during a House meeting 
that the restrictions on the city 
spending for abortions also be 
taken out of the deal, (ap)

Riders Ignore Peak of the Peak 


Metro says fare rate 
changes did Little for 
most congested times 

Commuting 

Metrorail’s peak-of-the-peak sur- 
charge has so far failed to move rid- 
ers out of the most crowded part 
of rush hour, the transit authority 
staff says in a report to the Metro 
board. 

Rush hour rail riders have been 
less responsive to last year’s fare 
surcharge than anticipated, accord- 
ing to the report on ridership and 
revenue, which will be presented 
to board members Thursday. 


Rail riders now pay 20 cents 
extra for weekday trips that start 
between 7:30 and 9 a.m. and 
between 4:30 and 6 p.m., but only 3 
percent in the morning and 3 per- 
cent in the afternoon moved their 
trips outside of those ranges. 

Some advocates for the new 
charge, called the peak-of-the- 
peak fare, saw it as a form of con- 
gestion pricing. 

The policy is designed to ease 
the worst effects of rush hour 
crowding by creating a financial 
penalty for riding when the trains 
are most jammed. 

A rider making trips on the 
shoulder of the peak — boarding, 
say, at 8:50 a.m. — might decide 


New fare incentives to use Smar- 
Trip cards rather than cash on 
a bus or a paper fare card on 
Metrorail had an effect on riders, 
the transit authority report said. 
On Metrorail, riders now pay 25 
cents extra if they use a paper 
card. SmarTrip use there rose 
from 76 percent to 79 percent. 
The rate of SmarTrip use on bus- 
es rose from 64 percent to 76 
percent, (the Washington post) 


to save the 20 cents and board at 
9:05 a.m. 

It’s not an unreasonable theo- 
ry. Watch riders outside the fare 
gates, staring at the digital clock 


over the station manager’s kiosk, 
waiting for the time to change from 
peak to off-peak. 

But much of the crowd at those 
hours consists of 9 to 5 workers, 
who have little flexibility about 
when to go in and when to head 
home. For them, ‘congestion pric- 
ing’ was just another name for 
a fare increase. Also, many of 
those rush-hour riders are feder- 
al employees whose trips are sub- 
sidized through employer transit 
benefits, anyway. 

The average length of a rail 
trip remained unchanged despite 
last summer’s increase in the dis- 
tance-based fares. Robert Thomson

Ovechkin Reinvention 


The Capitals 

In season filled with career lows, Alex Ovechkin is deter- 
mined to drive his team to a new height - the Stanley Cup. His 
85 points is the lowest point total in his six-year career and 
32 goals is a drastic falloff from last season’s 50. 

Still, an Ovechkin career low is good enough for seventh on 
the NHL’s scoring leader board. But with the playoffs starting on 
Wednesday night, Ovechkin knows his stat line now reads 0-0- 
0. The lower stat totals are just a small price to pay if it means 
turning his game into one that may help the Caps win a Stanley 
Cup — a toll Ovechkin pays without regret. 



In the past 82 games, his team has evolved from a run-and- 
gun club that prided themselves on five goal games, into a de- 
fensive squad that flaunts their one-goal victories. 

Ovechkin has become a more responsible two-way player; 
working in corners to dig out pucks, when in the past he’d wait 
for them at the blue line, setting screens and hanging in the slot 
instead of on the boards where pucks would slip out to him. 

It's all part of reinventing Ovie — a renovation that seemed 
necessary after last season. Washington’s first-round loss last 
season highlighted Ovechkin and the Caps’ issues defensively 
and it spurred the Russian to change his game for the most im- 
portant goal — the greater one. 

“We all learn from last couple of years. What we did wrong, 
what we did not [do] wrong," Ovechkin said. “And I think, when 
you lose, of course you try to find what happened." He added: 
“It’s time to show our best hockey of the year." 


“It doesn’t matter how you 
play in the regular season. 
It's all about one game, one 
little moment." 


It’s also time for Ovechkin to showcase his leadership ability. 

Following the loss to the Habs, former free agent acquisi- 
tions Joe Corvo and Scott Walker criticized the team’s drive and 
leadership — a critique that hit close to home for the captain.

Album Preview 

Whether it’s with his bandmates in 
Animal Collective or alone as Panda 
Bear, Noah Lennox has always taken 
an unconventional path to record- 
ing. “We have a history of doing 
things backwards, as far as writ- 
ing songs and then touring with 
the songs and then recording at 
the end of the process,” the Balti- 
more native says from his home in 
Lisbon, Portugal. 

Lennox’s solo shows — where 
he’s limited to what he can physical- 
ly play — often serve as the founda- 
tion for how his songs are built. “The

“You Can Count on Me" The album-opener is a 
response to “Person Pitch’s" “I’m Not," which was about 
the pressure of having his first child.

On the other, 
it’s literally about a “last night at the jetty" for a group 
of friends (inspired by Lennox’s own pals); when the 
night was over, “they knew they would never have that 
vibe again." 


more you play the song, the more the 
arrangement pops out at you,” Len- 
nox says. “It’s like one part of your 
brain turns off after you play [it] a 
hundred times. You stop thinking 
about how to play the song and you 
start thinking about what the song 
needs or where it can go.” 

When it came time to record the 
follow-up to Panda Bear’s “Person 
Pitch,” a landmark in experimen- 
tal pop that, in 2007, actually beat 
out Animal Collective’s “Strawber- 
ry Jam” to claim the top spot on 
Pitchfork’s year-end best albums

list, Lennox took to the road. His 
shows were sparse on instrumen- 
tation and loose in feel. 

In the studio, Lennox let his 
surroundings shape his sound. He 
recorded in a dark and sweaty win- 
dowless basement in Lisbon, just 
200 yards from the bright and airy 
apartment where he tracked “Person 
Pitch.” The resulting album, “Tom- 
boy,” balances stark isolation with 
Lennox’s signature sunny, Beach 
Boys-inspired harmonies. 

While recording, the 32-year- 
old father of two worked by can- 
dlelight, kept strict daytime stu- 
dio hours and didn’t have visitors. 
There was “this feeling that there 
is daylight outside but you’re in the 
nighttime zone,” Lennox says. 

Unlike “Person Pitch,” which 
relied on upwards of 10 samples per 
song, “Tomboy” has only a few sam- 
ples. Lennox recorded most songs 
on guitar, then ran them through 
processors, which made the instru- 
mentation sound like it was creat- 
ed with synthesizers. “I thought 
it might be cool to ... embrace the 
digital zone of sound,” he says.

Paul Simon ponders 
Life, Love and reLigion 
on a cLassic new disc 

Album Review 

For more than four decades, Paul 
Simon has written songs that tran- 
scend generation. Classics like “Mrs. 
Robinson” and “Bridge Over Trou- 
bled Water” have simply become 
part of life’s playlist. 

Now 69 years old and a master 
of his craft, Simon blends his musi- 
cal and lyrical gifts with musings on 
life, love and God on his first new 
album in five years, “So Beautiful 
or So What.” The album sounds just 
like him — bright guitars against a 
backdrop of world rhythms, remi- 
niscent of “Graceland” — and the 
lyrics make it the perfect soundtrack 
for an existential crisis. 

On the upbeat, Zydeco-flavored

“The Afterlife,” Simon sings about 
his search for the divine. “It seems 
like our fate to suffer and wait for 
the knowledge we seek,” he sings. 
“You’ve got to fill out a form first, 
and then you wait in the line.” 


Love is a theme throughout “So 
Beautiful,” and Simon defines it on 
“Love Is Eternal Sacred Light,” an 
electric-guitar romp punctuated by 
harmonica, congas and cymbals: 
“Love is eternal sacred light/Free 
from the shackles of time.” 

Elvis Costello, who wrote the 
liner notes, says Simon is “a man 
in full possession of all his gifts 
looking at the comedy and beauty 
of life with clarity and the tender- 
ness bought by time.” 

Simon concludes on the title 
track that “life is what you make 
of it/so beautiful or so what.”

Jessie “J” Cornish is the Katy Perry 
of England. In America, she’s best 
known for having co-written Miley 
Cyrus’ “Party in the U.S.A.”

On the banks of the Rio Grande 
where the river has carved steep 
canyons through the mountains 
of the Chihuahuan Desert dozens 
of miles from any civilization, Chef 
Francois Maeder is whipping up 
white chocolate mousse. 

“A lot of people think when you 
go camping you should have hot 
dogs and beans,” Maeder says.

Luscious food and white-linen 
dining takes a backseat only to the 
spectacular desert terrain and star- 
filled night skies at one of the most 
remote and least visited national 
parks in the U.S.
